C lfiiN nn Given Pittsburg Team Be- 
m u m of Kidnaping of Louis Bier- 
bouer, Star Player. 


The 
Ptttabargh 
team, 
commonly 
called the Pirates, got that name as 
the reeult of the kidnaping of Louis 
Blerbauer, a .tar second baseman,; 
from the Athletics way back in 18S8 
or 1889. 
At that time there was a 
working agreement between the Na­ 
tional league and the American asso­ 
ciation by which neither organization 1 
wms permitted to reserve more than 
fifteen players at the close of the 
season. 
The owners of the Athletics, in the 
American association, desired to keep ; 
sixteen of their men, but as only fif­ 
teen could be legally reserved, the 
only way open was to leave one name j 
off the list and take a chance on no 
other club picking up the player. Ac­ 
cordingly. the Athletic management 
failed to name Blerbauer in Its reserve 
list, hoping the omission would be 
overlooked. But a friend of the Pitts­ 
burgh club noted that Bierbauer's j 
name was missing, and aa Louis was a 
much-sought player the friend told 
Horace Phillips, manager of the Pitts­ 
burgh club. 
Phillips proceeded to 
Erie. Pa., where Louis passed the win­ 
ter months at his home. His trap was 
successful. 
Blerbauer was willing to listen, a 
tempting offer was made, and when j 
Phillips returned he brought with him 
the player's signed contract for the 
following season. The procedure was 
perfectly regular, under the rules, and 
Blerbauer played in Pittsburgh for 
many years, but the manner of hie 
capture caused no end of talk in the 
baseball world, and one Philadelphia 
writer referred to the affair bb an act 
of "piracy” on the baseball seas. Tho 
Pittsburghers were promptly named I 
the "Pirates,” and the title has stuck.

pot. 
Scene two, as depicted by the fa­ 
cile pen of the florist, Is slightly 
more dram atic. 
It describes how 
there emerged from the forest a tall 
and graceful deer, somewhat thin I 
the flank and with a penchant tor 
th* succulent aster. 
Dwelling ne­ 
on the hunger of the doe. the florist 
touches upon the voraciousness of 
the anim als and how they ruthlessly 
munched at the asters until Instinct 
v nrned them that deer colic might 
en«ue unless they desisted. 
To mnke 
his 
declaration 
more 
emphatic, the florist says in his let­ 
ter: 
"A number of my neighbors 
have saw them at it." 
His refer­ 
ence of course relates to the deer 
as they nonchalantly consumed his 
treasured asters. 
Being an honest man. the Rhine­ 
beck florist admits that he was filled 
with wrath when he came upon the 
deer cropping hi* asters. 
He says 
he knew that the game law forbids 
the killing of deer in the closed sea­ 
son, yet he cannot understand why! 
a human being should be regarded 
with less compassion bv the state 
than an animal. 
With the state 
crying out. "florist spare that d e er,", 
and his heart exclaiming "my poor 
asters." he sat right down and de-1 
mended $420 from the state, hoping 
thereby that the deer and he might 
both live.
